I’ve just returned from a day in court in Washin&taa and face- much more JPOIA 
work after some fairly intensive days of it. I’ve not yet opened all ny mail. I 
did open a box from the FBI, which is why I write before I forget to identify records 
later. 

In response to an administrative appeal the FBI has sent me I think the letter 
says 561 pages of the 570 included in the Secret Service release to Mickey levy 
as a result of his suit. 

I haven't looked at them and don't know when I will but I expect it to be soon, 
whenever I have time to sit and read. 

Because I am following the practise of preserving all records I receive as I 
receive them and never disassemble any bound volumes (two in this instance) they 
may not be sourced as we make copies. 

When I read these records I put a paper clip on the small proportion that 
appears to be of interest. If there is one I think will interest you I'll add your 
name to the slip under each clip, “ii alone does the copying aim preserving of the 
records as I received them. Then they are filed x^ith an identification of source on 
the file folder only, bound as received. 

Ill/ generally puts copies in any envelopes to which I direct copies because 
when possible I should s.->ve that time, This can mean that if there are any copies 
I think will interest you she'll get them ready for mailing but you will not know 
their source-. So I'm writing to tell you that the only FBI JFK ecords I expect to 
be copying in the near future will be these and you'll thus know their source, how 
they were released, how I got them, etc. 

There should be more of this. The appeal on which the FBI seems to have received 
instructions first appears to have been this one. There are others. 

I presume you have the two transcripts from AIB by now. If not let me know. They 
got mixed up on some of it from what olicoffmtold me. I mentioned only your name 
and Sylvia’s, hers because I did not Want them to forget here merely because she 
is not heard from. They sent her a copy and asked her to provide copies to Policoff, 
which ±3 hardljf what I said or had in mind. She no longer has access to a copier.
